LINKS PROSPERITY 
WITH MOTOR CARS 


Buick Official Out- 
lines Progress of 
Auto Industry 


LINT, Mich., April 10.— 
“Two million dollars’ 
worth of automobiles were sold 
last year to persons who never 
owned cars before,’ Emerson J. 
Poag, director of market research 
for the Buick Motor Company, 
declared in a speech before the 
Flint Transportation Club. 

“This shows that the real income 
of the average man is increased 
and that general prosperity pre- 
vails throughout the country,’ he } 
added. } 

The important part that trans- 
portation has played over a period 
of the last 100 years in the change 
of population was outlined by Mr. 
Poag. Today 47 per cent. of the 
people live on farms and 53 per 
cent. in cities. In 1880 80 per cent. 
lived on farms and but 20 per cent. 
in cities, he said. 

“In 1800 to 1865 modes of trans- 
portation were rather crude. Rich 
and poor alike had to trade at the 
store at the four corners. Then 
came railroads and the rich people 
having discriminating tastes went 
to the cities to purchase commodi- 
ties,’’ he declared. 

“Along came 1900 with abont 
150 automobiles in existence and 
1920 with millions. We find this 
great increase because big men 
had the initiative to go into the 
automobile business. At present 
there are about twenty companics 
doing 90 per cent. of the business. 

“With great quantities of cars, 
farmers drive to town and the city 
man drives into the county so that 
the whole social fabric of‘the coun- 
try has been woven into a har- 
monious nature. The changes that 
have taken place have been for the 
good of the people. 

“The automobile ‘saturation 
point’ is far off because of the 
great demand for cars in the Unit- 
ed States and because of the big 
undeveloped foreign fields,’’ he de- 
clared.

AUTOMOBILE STEEL 


Buying Good, But Lacks 
Thé Strength Makers 
Would Like to See 


ITTSBURGH, April 10.— 
Production and _ prices 
are holding firm in the iron 


and stee] market in the Pitts- 
burgh district and indications 
point to April as being a 
month in which business will 
be sustained at the rate that 
has prevailed all this year, 
close to 90 per cent. of 
capacity. ’ 

In standard pipe, plates and pig 
iron, the heavier products, busi- 
ness is better than in strip steel, 
light plates, sheets “ind the like, 
constituting the lighter steel ma- 
terials. However, in makes of wire 
products, including nails, classed 
in the lighter steel products, busi- 
ness is .increasing daily, due to 
seasonal conditions. 

Prices for galvanized sheets at 
4.60 cents base is fairly well ob- 
served, and 2.50 cents base for 
blue annealed, while some shad- 
ing is being done from the nom- 
inal 3.35 cents price of black 
sheets. Plain wire is command- 
ing $2.50 per 100 pounds and 
nails are firm at $2.65 base keg. 

Some recent sales of heavy melt- 
ing scrap for second quarter are 
announced,at $16.50 and $16.75 to 
steel interests. While the larger 
interests of merchant iron have 
re-established the $20.50 for both 
No. 2 and malleable iron, the mar- 
ket shows evidence of weakness, 
and concessions of $1 and $1.50 a 
ton have recently developed, af= 
fecting both grades. 

While automobile buying of steel 
products continues to be “good” in 
a general \way, it still lacks that 
strength which makers desire to see 
in a market. In fact, it is the ir- 
regularity in such buying which is 
| largely responsible fur the anos 
ing schedules in sheets, merchan 
bar and particularly strip steel. De- 
noting this irregularity is the let- 
down this week in operations by 
the Newton Sheet Company, whose 
output is devoted almost wholly to 
the automobile trade. Throughout 
the first quarter, the Newton Com- 
pany operated all twenty of its hot 
mills at Newton Falls, without 
deviation. This week, however, 
four mills remained on the inactive 
list, with sixteen under power. 

The operating condition of the 
Trumbull Steel Company reflects 
much the same condition. This 
week its strip department is down 
at an 80 per cent. basis, and the 
week previous its sheet mills were 
irregular. Finished steel shipments 
of the Trumbull company reached 
120,612 tons in the first quarter, 
establishing a quarterly shipping 
record for the company. The back- 
log of business of the company is 
not what it was at the beginning 
of the quarter, however. 

But, such leaders in the industry 
as James A. Campbell, president of 
the Youngstown Sheet and Tube 
Company, feel that for the first 
half, automobile buying of steel 
products will be satisfactory on the 
whole, though marked by periods 
of greater and less demand. The 
auto trade is taking some impor- 
tant tonnages of Buttweld tubes, in 
which district makers have par- 
ticipated.
